Ether Waves Tfavel Much 
Faster Than liiustrative 
Water Waves. 


The length of a water wave may 
be measured from cne crest to the next 
suceeeding crest. So may also the 
length of.an ether wave. The ether 
waves which are created at a wire- 
less sending station are invisible. 
however, and their length cannot be 


measured by ordinary means. 

Water waves travel very pe 
when compared to ether waves. The 
speed of all waves created in ether 
is about 186,000_miles per second. It 
is customary in wireless to consider 
the speed in meters per second and 
the length of a wave in meters. The 
speed in terms of meters is 300,000,000 
meters per seconu. 

Each ether wave starts at the 
transmitting antenna and is radiated 
from it in expanding circles in a man- 
ner quite similar to water waves cre- 
ated by dropping a stone in a quiet 
pond. The distance away from the 
anten#h that one wave will get before 
the next one starts depends, of course 
upon its speed of travel. Suppose 
that it takes one-millionth of one sec- 
ond from the start of one wave to the 
starting of the succeeding one. What 
distance does the first wave travel 
before the next one starts? The an- 
swer is, of course, one-millionth of 
300,000,000 meters which equal 300 
meters. The length of the wave is 
exactly the same as that of every 
other wave createa by that particular 
sending station unless changes are 
made. Therefore the length of each 
wave in this case is 300 meters. Also,

In this System of dope, where it is 
n ry to tear the official records 
of each yer to pieces, analyze them 
and find, ont the Various points of the 
game at which he excels or in which 
he is weak; we discover not only the 
individual ability of men but the style 
of attack. used by the teams. Since 
the mafority of the teams are using 
the slugging. system, cutting down the 
value of men who can sacrifice and 
wait and run the bases, we find queer 
changes in individual values of men— 
a depreciation in the worth of some 
of the smart, fast men, a correspond- 
ing increase in the figure values of 
the men who take toe holds and slug 
home runs. 
~The big problem in studying the out- 
fielders especially is whether or not 
the ball to be used this season is the 
same as that in use early last year. 
If the modified lively ball is used (as 
I figure it will be) it will restore 
former average values of many men 
and reduce the value of sheer slug- 
ging considerably. 
greater part of the hitting and at- 
tacking power of the two leagues con- 
eentrated ‘among the outfielders they, 
of course. are more affected. I have, 
for purposes of reaching a better basis, 
used the work of the players from 
July 4 to the end of last season, cal- 
culating that will be better than using 
the entire season, although, of course, 
I had to utilize the complete figures to 
n large extent. 

ATTACKING POWER 
IN LEFT FIELD. 

We find tremendous attacking pow- 
er allocated to left field—and to my 
surprise a somewhat more even dis- 
tribution of this power among the 
clubs than was to be expeeted. In 
spite of the fact that Ruth will be 
out of the first month of the season 
the New York Yankees still figure 
best among the left fielders. Ig fact, 
the loss to the team will not as 
heavy as the fans appear to think. 
Ruth’s and Meusel’s suspension will 
not be a dead loss, but the difference 
between their hitting power and that

1 
hit his way into that distinction, and 
ranks a few points ahead df Georgi 
Burns, who brings Cincinnati well up 
into the lists, his speed (which is still 
great, although he has slackened up a 
bit) and his great fielding earns. him 
the honor, but the sluggers have gain- 
on him.

New York, March 27—If there was 
any one feature that stood out more 
prominently than another in the cot- 
ton market today it was the volume 
of trade buying, which occurred when 
May contracts declined to around the 
171-2 cent level. It checked the de- 
cline at that figure and was the prin- 
cipal sustaining influence in a mar- 
ket that otherwise was quite devoid 
of buying interests, 

Although the rains which had been 
predicted on Saturday for the eastern 
belt materialized, the bull value of 
the precipitation was much less than 
expected, and aside from the immedi- 
ate opening when prices were six 
points lower to one point higher, fail- 
ed to stimulate any important buying 
and was soon forgotten.
